BANKERS WIDEN 
SCOPE OF WORK 


Atlanta Bankers Take 
Important Step. 


Atlanta National Currency As- 
sociation Changes Name to 
Georgia National Currency 
Association to Include Finan- 
cial Leaders Outside City. 


In order to widen the scope of the 
organization so as to include in its 
membership national bankers not only 
in Atlanta, but throughout Georgia 
and in adjoining states, the. Atlanta 
National Currency Association, in an- 
nual session yesterday morning, de- 
cided to change its name to the Geor- 
gia National Currency Association. 

The meeting of the association was 
held in the -office of Colonel Robert J. 


Lowry, president of the Lowry Na- 
tional bank, and also president of the 
association. It was attended by rep- 
resentatives of all the’ national banks 
in the city and by several national 
bankers from other cities in Georgia. 
| The association now has about twenty 
members, and it is expected that the 
membership will greatly increase, 
Third Association of Kind. 

The association was organized 
1908, a short time after the passage of 
the Vreeland national currency act 
which authorized the national governe- 
ment to lend money, on good securit«, 
‘to national banks in time of eme*- 
gency. It is the third association of 
its kind in the country, the first being 
organized in Washington and the s€c- 
ond in New York. 

According to the terms of the 
national currency act any national 
bank which is a member of the asgo- 
clation may secure a loan from ,gthe 
national government through the ex- 
ecdtive committee of the association, 
when a loan is absolutely essential. 
The government advances 90 per cent 
on bonds and 76 per cent on bDilis re- 
ceivable, the security being deposited 
by the bank with the executive com- 
mittee. 

In order to prevent any bank from 
borrowing money except in cases of 
absolute emergency the rate of: inter- 
est is almost prohibitive, being 5 per 
cent the first month, 6 per cent the 
second, 7 per cent the third, 8 per cen: 
the fourth, 9 per cent the fifth and 10 
per cent the sixth. 

“The association was 
merely as a safeguard,’ said Col- 


onel Lowry, in discussing the mee:- 
ing. “We do not anticipate that an

Victor Emmanuel Says If the 
Scourges Continues, He Will 
Postpone His Visit to Monte- 
negro and Go to Where His 
People Are Dying.

‘If the scourge increases, instead of 
going to Montenegro to take part in 
the festivities, I shall go where my 
people are dying.”

Under this section a railroad is not permitted to charge a higher 
rate for a longer than for a shorter haul, where the shorter is in- 
cluded in the longer.

If this were applied arbitrarily, it would dé away entirely with 
the present system of rate-making; it would prevent certain basing 
points being given an advantage over other points in the same ter- 
ritory, unless there existed advantages in the shape of water com- 
petition. , | 

It would give to every railroad way station the precise advan- 
tage in rates to which it might be entitled by reason of its nearness 
to the shipping point. : | ae 

But the law provides that the interstate commerce commission 
shall:sit on the lid. The paragraph is hedged about with this re- 
striction: | 

The discretion is left with the commission to order the railroads 
tc change the rates to cities of complainants who ¢an show an ad- 
vantage in mileage over other points, where there is no. overbal- 
ancing of advantage by water competition or otherwise. 

The possibilities of rate adjustment thus lodged with the com- 
mission are of almost illimitable extent. Linked with the power 
of ordering changes, is the necessity of investigation and inquiry 
of such proportions as only the rate experts of a hundred big rail- 
roads can guess. 

In addition to this, the commission # struggling along under 
the task of investigating the reasonableness’ of the rate increases 


pending the passage of the new railroad law. | 

About. the only thing the law has accomplished, so far, is to 
outlaw the postal frank. The little stamp books that were a consola- 
tion and a joy to thé owner before the 17th of August will be 
used by them no more forever. 

The members of the court 6f commerce, created under the law, 
have not yet been named. This court will try cases brought up 
on appeal from the decision of the interstate commerce commission. 


This feature of the law has been attackéd as unconstitutional, 


'for the men who are to fill the bench are to be designated by the 
president as circuit judges of the United States. They are to be 


detailed as needed for service on the court of commerce bench, and 
at other times will perform the usual duties of judges of the circuit

-Clean-cut and unequivecal,is the warning against the encroach- 
ing’ menace of tenantry, or “cropper” farming, sounded by Walter 
H. Page in:a recent issue of World’s Work, with added emphasis 
as regards the southern states. , 

- Mr. Page was a member of Roosevelt’s commission on country 
life and is a native of North Carolina. By birth, ability and train- 
ing he is qualified to speak clearly and with authority regarding an 
evil to the possibilities of which no thoughtful southern man 1s in- 
different. . 

He directs attention to the significant fakt that tenantry has 
steadily increased within the last two decades, anf that the’ forth- 
coming decennial census will likely disclose sti} further advances. 

He shows, also, that the tendency 1s mak#hg steady headway in 
'the southern states, and that what is calledé in the vernacular, the 
“cropper” form of farming can exert none other than a vicious and 
retarding influence upOn southern development. 

For many years The Constitution has stressed the dangers of 
v.lrat might roughly be designated a drift toward feudalism in 
southern agriculture, and urged the wisdom of encouraging the 
small farmer to. own.the acres from which he made a living.

The conservative man may not take so extreme 
a view of the situation as to feel, that the section can neyér attain 
its full. stride toward development or prosperity under such con-

“Mr. Blackburn gives Judges Living- 
ston and Medders, of Appling county, 
as instances of my delay, saying they 
were appointed at the September term 
of court, and did not get thelr com- 
missions until November, as though 
there had been three months’ delay.

I will not fight windmills filled 
by breezes’ blown from the lungs of 
political or personal enemies or cow- 
ards. 

No Quarrel With Longworth. 

“T have no quarrel with Representa- 
tive Longworth as to who shall be 
speaker of the next house,”’ said Speak- 
er Cannon here after reading Mr. 
Longworth’s declaration from Beverly 
that he would not support Mr. Can- 
nor. for reelection to his high offices 

“There is no-room for disageeement 
touching this matter between Repre- 
sentative Longworth and myself,” he 
continued. ‘If any republican candi- 
date for congress on the republican 
ticket would be strengthened by pledg- 
ing that he will not support me in a 
republican caucus, I have no objection 
to him making the pledge. 

“The legislation enacted and the rec- 
ord made by the republican party dur- 
ing the eight years I have been speak- 
er speaks for itself. I have contrib- 
uted what I could toward the enact- 
ment of that legislation. I have co- 
operated with ths republican majority 
in congress in the effort to put on the 
statute books the policies of the par- 
ty, and I have no apology to make for 
the part I have taken in the legisla- 
tive councils of the nation. 

Hopes for Republican House. 

“In the present campaign, ‘so far as 
I am concerned, I shall do what I can 
to bring about the election of a repub- 
lican house of representatives in the 
sixty-first congress and without a re- 
publican majority in the next house, 
there will be no republican speaker.

Providing for presentation for amendment to 
pagraph 2, section 6, article 7 of the constitution. 

By His Excellency, Joseph M. Brown, Gov- 
ernor. 

Atlanta, Ga.; August. 10, 1910.—-Whereas, the 
General Assembly, at ita 1910 Session, proposed 
an amendment to the Constitution of this State, 
as set forth in an act approved August 4, 1910, 
to wit: 

A BILL 

To be entitled an act to amend paragraph 
second, section six, article seven of the Con- 
stitution of the State of Georgia, by striking 
from paragraph second the following: ‘‘In in- 
structing children in the elementary branches of 
an English education only.’’ And for . other 
purposes. : 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the. General As- 
sembly of Georgia, and ft ts hereby enacted by 
authority of the same, that paragraph second, of 
section six, article seven of the Constitution of 
this State be and the same is hereby amended 
by striking from said se@ond paragraph, sec- 
tion six, article. seven, the following words: ‘‘In 
instructing children ~in the elementary branches 
of an Bnglish education, only.’ So that when 
said paragraph is amended it will read 
follows: 

‘"The General Assembly shall not have power 
to delegate to any county the right to levy a 
tax for any purpose, except for educational pur- 
poses, to build and repair the public buildings 
and bridges; to maintain and support prisoners; 
to pay jurors and coroners, and for litigation, 
quarantine, roads and expenses of courts; to 
support paupers and pay debts heretofore ¢x- 
isting.’” 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, That whenever 
the above proposed amendment to the Oonsti- 
tution shall be agreed to by two-thirds of the 
members elected to each of the two Houses of 
the General Assembly, and the same has been 
entered on their journals with the ayes and nays 
taken thereon, the Governor shall cause said 
amendment to be published in at least two 
newspapers in each Congressional District in this 
state for the period of two months, next pre- 
ceding the time of holding the next general 
election.

BRIBERY CHARGE 


STOUTLY DENIED 


McMurray Testifiesin Re- 
gatd to Indian Contracts. 


He Denies That He Ever Au- 
thorized Any One to Offer a 
Bribe to Senator Gore --- Mc- 
Murray Tells of Fees Paid 
Him by Indians.

Sulphur, Okla., August 18.—‘“It has 
been charged that you, through Jake 
L. Hamon, offered Senator Gore $26,000 
or $50,000 as a bribe to imfluence him 
in congress to withdraw opposition to 
the approval of your contracts. Did 
you or did you not offer Senator Gore 
such a bribe?’ 

“No,” replied J. F. McMurray to this 
question today, when asked at the 
hearing before a congressional! com- 
mittee investigating Indian land af- 
fairs. 

McMurray On Stand All Day. 

Mr. McMurray, who holds contracts 
with Chickasaw and Choctaw Indians 
for the sale of $50,000,000 worth of 
land in this state on a 10 per cent con- 
tingent fee basis, was on the stand all 
day. The questions were put to him by 
his counsel, a 

“Did you ever.tell anyone that Vice 
President Sherman had any interest in 
your contracts?’ 

“I never did,” he answered. 

“Did you authorize Hamon to say 
Mr. Sherman was ifiterested?’’ 

“TI did not.” 

“Did Senator Charles Curtis, of Kan- 
sas, ever have any interest in the con- 
tracts?” 

He Never Told Anyone. 

“He never. did, and I never told any- 
one he did.” 

“Did you ever tell anyone that Con- 
gressman B. 8. McGuire had any inter- 
est in any of your contracts?” 

“T never did.” 

“Has any member of congress or any 
employee of any department of the 
government any interest in your con- 
tracts?” - 

“They have not.” 

Describing his contracts as a plain 
business proposition, Mr. McMurray 
told of his relations with the Indians, 
begun in 1899. In the first contracts 
for the sale of the land, Ceeil Lyon, 
national republican committeeman 
fro Texas, was a partner, McMurray 
said. \.These contracts were disapprov- 
ed by President Roosevelt in 1908, and 
Mr. Lion ceased to be connected with 
them. Mr. McMurray said he then em- 
ployed as counsel former Senator J. M. 
Thurston, Nebraska; former Senator 
tte @ agend Be Kansas, and Richard C. 
Adams, of Washington. 

, Denied Offering $25,000. 

The witness denied that he ever of- 
fered $25,000 as a bribe to D. C. Me- 
Curtain, a Choctaw lawyer. 

McCurtain had testified that the offer 
had been made to him in connection 
with the old tribal contracts. 

Mr. McCurtain testified he had call- 
ed twice on Senator Gore May 6 (the 
date on which it was stated Hamon 
tried to bribe him), and the senator 
had made no refernce to the alleged 
offer of bribery to him. He had not 
heard.of it until Gore’s speech in the 
senute made June 24, 

Jake L. Hamon, mentioned by Sen- 
ator Gore as the man who offered the 
bribe in McMurray’s behalf, took the 
stand and denied he had ever made 
any such offer. 

When McMurray Was Employed. 

Mr. McMurray said the relations of 
his law firm with the Indians began in 
1899, when he was employed by the 
Choctaw and Chickasaw Indians to ap- 
pear before the Dawes commission. 
This commission was empowered to de- 
termine for the government who 
should be admitted to the Indian tribes. 

McMurray was asked by Governor 
Douglass ‘Johnston, of the Chicka- 
saws, to protect their tribe by keeping 
as many claimants as possible off the 
rolls. This would prevent from bein 
further divided the property of those 
who already were on the rolls. In 
this way ultimately McMurray pro- 
fesses to have kept 3,100 claimants off 
the rolls. Estimating that «these 
claimants each would have reduced the 
tribal property $6.000, “it was held 
that a saving of $15,500,000 was ef- 
fected. 

MeMurray Got $750,000 Fee. 
McMurray’s firm got a $750,000 fee. 
In prosecuting the citizenship cases, 

McMurray said he frequently was in 
Washington to confer with members 
of congress and officials of the interior 
department. At last an appeal was 
taken from the Dawes commission and 
a citizens’ court was created, whose 
judgments relative to enrollment were 
to be final. It was by the action of 
this court that the 3,100 claimants 
were kept off the rolls. The attorneys’ 
fee in this case was fixed so that Mc- 
Murray's fee would have been nine per 
cent of the money “saved” to the In- 
dians. 

He put in a claim for almost $1,500,- 
000, but this fee was contested and 
fixed at $750,000.

FLYING FORTUNE. 
QUITS MOISSANT 


Chicago Aviator Having 
Trouble in England. | 


‘Mian Who Flew Across Chan- 
nel Has Two Accidents in At- 
tempt to Fly From Deal to 
London---His Aeroplane Bad- 
ly Damaged. 


Chatham, England, August 18.—Two 
accidents to his monoplane today 
brought. down to earth the American 
aviator, John B. Moissant, who yes- 
terday made a remarkable flight 
across the English channel with. a 
passenger, in a daring attempt to fly 
from Paris to London. Tonight Mois- 
sant's aeroplane lies partially wrecked 
in a brick field near Rainham, at 
Kent, some 30 miles from London. 

By a remarakable stroke of fortune, 
which seemed to have followed the al- 
most unknown and -inexperienced avia- 


tor on the first two days of his flight, 
Moissant and his mechanician, Albert 
Fileux, escaped unhurt. But the ma- 
chine came heavily to the ground, 
alighting in a narrow space banked 
high around with earth and piles of 
broken bricks. There it is likely to 
remain until it can be removed, piece 
meal, and refitted with parts now on 
their way from Paris to replace those 
that were broken by the fall. 
Aeroplane in Trouble. 

Moissant resumed his flight from 
Tilmanstone at 4:55 o’clock this morn- 
ing. The weather was clear and 
hardly a. breeze stirred the iar. Every- 
thing seemed most favorable to the 
accomplishment of his hopes, but at 
7 o'clock he was obliged to descend 
near Sittingborne. A small Dbolt had 
become displaced, and almost from the 
start it gave the aviator trouble. 
After this defect was repaired, Mois- 
sant reascended, but before he: had 
gone many, miles a connecting rod was 
broken which forced him to use the 
planes to reach the ground. 

The aviator is in no way 4fscour- 
aged at his misfortune, and promises 
as soon as the machine is in working 
order again to make another start for 
Crystal Palace, or wherever he can 
find a suitable landing place in Lon- 
don. 

Motasant’s Adventurous Career. 

Washington, August i8-—statd/ ae. 
partment officials watched with great 
interest and with some misgivings the 
activities of John Moissant in Central 
America, where his adventuresome ex- 
ploits frequently were the subject of 
dispatches from American diplomatic 
officers. The last heard of John 
Moissant in Central America was a re- 
port that he had been sent to Switzer- 
land and France by President Zelaya, 
of Nicaragua, shortly before the latter 
was forced to flee from that country. 

Moissant’s European mission for 
Zelaya was said to be the study of 
dirigible and aeroplanes which 
Zelaya wanted for his army. The 
Moissant family, which was engaged 
extensively in banking in Salvador at 
one time, tried te pet the United 
States to take onduras to task for 
its refusal to give the Moissants a 
banking concession. 

Thrilling Experience. 

Tt. is in connection with John Molis- 
sant’s career in Nicaragua that the 
more thrilling experiences are told of 
his life. 
Salvador in 1907. It was said 
the instance of Zelaya, Moissant en: 
listed fifty Nicaraguan convicts, who 
were promiged their liberty in case of 
a succesSful uprising in Salvador, 
armed them with Mausers and with 
three rapid-fire guns, started to con- 
quer the little republic that had 
gained the enminy of Nicaragua. 

After invading Salvador as fat as 
Sensonate, Motissant’s followers be- 
came discouraged, and insisted upon 
returning. 

The Salvadorean army of several 
thousand was ready to crush them, 
but Moissant, it is said, did not turn 
back until his men had looted the 
town, including a bank.
